Local Officer Commands 
Canadian Base in Yukon 


Capt. W. J. Bagnall, Crossfield, 
Alta., a former member of the 
Royal Canadian Infantry Corps, 
has been called out for special ser- 
vice on Exercise “Sweetbriar,” and 
is now commandant of the Can- 
adian administrative camp at 
Upper Whitehorse, Y.T. He is also 
assistant to Lt.-Col. George Weir 
of Edmonton, senior Canadian ad- 
ministrative officer on the exer- 
cise. 

Capt. Bagnall, who was born in 
England, served with the Canadian 
Army in Canada, England and 
France during the Second World 
War from 1940 to 1945. When the 
Germans surrendered, he was sec- 
onded to the U.S. Corps, then to 
UNRRA, and served in Germany 
and Czechoslovakia. 

Capt. and Mrs. Bagnall, who 
make their home in Crossfield, 
have two children, Jon, aged 8, and 
Bonny Diane, aged 3. 

Exercise “Sweetbriar" is a con- 
trolled training exercise being con- 
ducted jointly by United States 
and Canadian ground and air 
forces in the Yukon Territory of 


Canada and eastern Alaska during 
the month of February. Climax 
of the exercise will be during the 
period February 13-23, when an 
Adlied Force will seek to dislodge 
a theoretical airborne “enemy” ag- 
gressor invasion of Alaska. 

Canadian Army troops from 
Wainwright, Alta, and United 
States Army troops from Camp 
Carson, Colorado, have been rush- 
ed to Whitehorse, headquarters for 
the manoeuvre, by the longest 
mass-troop airlift in history and 
by motor convoys over the Alasks 
Highway, these movements to be 
climaxed by a mass _ parachute 
jump by the Princess Patricia's 
Canadian Light Infantry as the 
big push against the “invader” 
gets underway. Air Forces of both 
countries have also converged on 
Whmitehorse to harass the enemy 
and support the ground forces. 

Exercise “Sweetbriar’ marks a 
continuation of Canadian and 
United States winter troop train- 
ing programmes held since the 
Second World War in the far 
north.

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WE ALL WANT GAS SERVICE 


When the proposal to pipe natural gas out of the province 
was first made, there were two resolutions passéd by many 
Boards of Trade in Alberta towns. These were: 


1. Before gas is exported, be sure we have enough for 
home consumption and export for at least 50 years. 

2. Before we send gas to Vancouver, Seattle or Winni- 
peg—let’s have it right here in our own town. 


The provincial legislature provided for safeguards in the 
first point. Experts have to find adequate reserves of gas in 
Alberta before any is exported. 


On the second point, however, there is still no established 
policy. The government of Alberta should see to it that, in 
arranging export, pipe lines will be established WITHIN the 
province itself to assure that Alberta towns, where a good 
many Albertans live, will get natural gas service. 


That is the gist of a recent editorial in the Olds Gazette, 
Which has been freely and severely criticized by the Calgary 
Albertan. It’s probably a long time since the editor of the 
Albertan has had to leave his plush carpeted office and cosy 
home (gas) fireplace in Calgary to stoke a reluctant coal or 
wood-burning heater. He thinks it is very short-sighted of the 
people of Olds to want natural gas before it is piped to distant 
and foreign points. 


But we don’t. With any plan to export Alberta’s natural 
gas we maintain that a definite plan to provide the towns and 
villages of the province with gas service must be included. 
Any system giving gas service to scores of Alberta towns along 
the way, is what Albertans want. In the grid system of gather- 
ing, attention should be paid also to the importance of supply- 
ing the largest number of this province’s towns and villages. 

_And with the royalties taken from the sale of natural gas 
the province can pay to subsidize extension of supply lines to 
other towns more remote from gathering lines and the trunk 
system. 


BALANCING THE FARM 
SUPPORT PROGRAM 


Severe criticism from the big metropolitan centres is be- 
ing levelled at the dominion government for its policy of price 
support. It has gone so far that Agriculture Minister Gardiner 
has been accused of pegging the price of wheat too high. To- 
gether with meat products, however, wheat has required no 
price support of any kind. There is still plenty of demand to 
assure farmers of fair returns on grains and meat. But, as 
in the price structure of eggs, a small surplus can depress the 
whole market, and that is what makes government price sup- 
port policy necessary. 

j The United States government has had much more ex- 
perience in floor price policies than our own government. 

Crop production was pretty good in the United States in 
1949 and the government, under its price support programs, 
had to take over a vast amount of farm products. This does 
not mean that most of the money invested in these commodi- 
ties will be lost. Some may be but bad weather and poor crops 
might change the picture in 1950 and enable the government 
eo yaene a profit on some of its supplies. This has happened 

ore. 

Over a long period, therefore, it may be proven that sup- 
port of farm prices by buying up surplus crops when yields are 
good is as sensible as putting money in a savings account, when 
aoa is high, just to have something available for a “rainy 

y. 
But if we have a succession of years of big crops, and 
consequent heavy buying by the government, an equitable 
system of reducing crops by the necessary 10, 15 or 20 per 
cent of surplus will bring the farm price support program into 
balance. A cut in production, which will mean a reduction 
in plantings will be deplored in some circles but it would be 
extremely foolish to Canadian farmers to plan bumper crops 


year after year with no prospect of the government disposing 
of the surplus.

This newspaper has been in re- 
ceipt of a barrage of mail from 
the Westcoast Transcission Co. in 
regard to their proposed route for 
the transportation of Alberta gas 
to the main centres in B.C. Now 
we don’t know who the Westcoast 
people are nor for that matter do 
we care but one thing that seems 
ridiculous to us is for these people 
to think that for one moment we 
will believe that they want to get 
the gas to the coast by the all- 
Canadian route to sell gas to the 
consumers in Vancouver and New 
Westminster only. In fact we 
think we can safely say that it 
can’t be done, and give the inves- 
tors a run for their money. 

Nor do we think that the gov- 
ernment of the province of Al- 
berta will create a monopoly for 
Westcoast or any other transmis- 
sion pipeline. All of which boils 
down to the fact that the quicker 
more companies enter the field 
and are set up under the Domin 
ion Government Companies Act, 
the quicker we in Olds are going 
to get gas. We personally don’t 
care if the piplines go to Tim Buc 
Too as long as they pass close 
enough to this town to guarantee 
us a supply of gas. We think in 
the long’ run that this will be the 
governing factor in the considera- 
tion of any application for export 
of Alberta’s natural gas.

Ling Fish Aid Fur Farmers 


By T. W. PUE 


When your wife of sweetheart 
tires of the mink coat she now has, 
sends it to the Salvation Army and 
puts the Bee on you for $6,000 to 
buy a new orie, don’t be surprised. 
She's probably heard that fur 
ranchers on the shores of Lac la 
Biche, 150 miles northeast of Ed- 
monton are marketing a newer, 
better mitk fur frotm mink fed on 
ling fish. 

The fur industry has had its ups 
and downs. I recall learning in 
high school that Prince Edward 
Island was fa- 
mous for its sil- 
ver fox ranches 
that had made 
some people 
wealthy. Before 
baby bonuses 
were initiated 
fur ranchers 
could live very 
wéll by trapping 
a fox a day and 
the breeding and 
raising of foxes 
in captivity was 
ta profitable busi- 
ness. 


MILADY CHANGES MIND 

But something happened to the 
stylée-consciousness of the lady of 
fashion who decided that short, 
close furs such as mink were more 
fashionable than the long trailing 
foxes. Result is that today mink 
are worth $40.00 to $60.00 and wild 
fox skins about $1.50. 

But what was bad for fox ranch- 
ers in Prince Edward Island was 
good for mink men in Alberta. And 
oh the shores of Lac la Biche mink 
ranchers were doing well as long 
as they could take fish from the 
big lake. When the commercial 
fish crop failed, and a ban was 
Placed on fishing, a source of 
cheap, good, mink food was cut off 
and with it the profits from fur 
farming. 


LING FISH TO RESCUE 

But, then, last winter, the fur 
ranchers of Lac la Biche were 
happy again. They’ve been able 
to catch a non-palatable fish that 
seems to be plentiful in the lake.

It is called “Ising” or “Marias” 
and, high in Vitamin D, resulted 
in healthy mink stock, high breed- 
i rate, low losses and. animals 
fed the scavanger Ling fish ob- 
tain bright, rich fur coats. 


CATCHING TECHNIQUE 

It seems the Ling fish loiters 
along the bottom of the lake and 
cah be caught with strings of large 
hooks which ate dropped to the 
floor of the lake near the shore. 
John Insch of Lac la Biché is 
credited with using the method 
first and here’s about how it’s 
done: : 
Two holes are bored through the 
ice as fat apart as the length of 
fish line required. One end of 
the line is: attached to a small, 
short board called a “jigger,” This 
is pushed into the water under the 
ice and manipulated by the line 
towards the other hole. When it 
reaches that point the “jigger’’ is 
pales out and the line is “played 
nh” from both holes until it lies 
on the floor of the lake with 
hooks and bait attached.

Coyotes are about 
as worthless as foxes—a good skin 
fetching 50c.

It 
all depends on the whims of an 
unnamed group of stylists in Lon- 
don, Paris or New York or some 
place else.

We can talk about 
them but nobody but the mysteri- 
ous fashion clique can'do anything 
about them. 


SUICIDAL LEMMINGS ON DEATH MARCH 


The call of the deep has lured 
the lemming into his periodical 
and fatal migration to the sea 
again this year. 

The little Arctic rodent doesn’t 
know it, but the trek from the 
polar regions to the open sea is his 
death march, But even if the lem- 
ming were aware of the watery 


grave at the end of the migration, 
it is doubtful that the urge for 
self-destruction would be deterred. 

This freak obsession for death 
has run in the lemming family for 
centuries, to the point where the 
little rodent has become a symbol 
of the suicide urge. 


IGNORE OBSTACLES ’ 

Every two to four years, accord- 
ing to the National Geographic 
Society, the lemmings succumb to 
their fears and peculiar ancestral 
drives and seek relief in mass 
flight. In hordes, the rodents 
swarm down the mountains, swim 
rivers, drive through forests, and 
advarice slowly toward the sea re- 
gardless of obstacles. 

Thousands die during the migra- 
tion, which may last from one to 
three years, But the march of the 
rodents never ceases until they 
reach the sea, into which they 
plunge and drown. 

The lemmings are kin to the 
familiar house and field mice. They 
are four or five inches long and 
tawny-yellowish in color. They

Legend has it that the migra- 
ing lemmings in northern Scandi- 
navia march to the North Sea and 
try to swim it in a vain search for 
the lost continent of Atlantis. An- 
other explanation for the strange 
behavior of the animals is that he 
is simply following the ancestral 
migratory habits dating back to 
the days when the North Sea 
might have been a land mass. 


Modern experts, however, tend 
to dismiss such theories and ex- 
plain the migratory habits of the 
lemmings as nothing but enforced 
response to the rodent’s version of 
the Malthusian law—it’s just a 
case of too many lemmings and 
not enough Arctic moss. 

Fortunately for the future of the 
tribe, there always seem to be a 
few social misfits among the lem- 
mings—-those who prefer life in 
the Arctic to death. A small seg- 
ment of the colony does not join 
in the trek but remains in the 
deserted home to establish a new 
crop.

Farmers should 
take not less than a 6-oz. sample 
of their seed grain to the local 
National Grain Manager, who will 
forward the seed for teating.

Movie News 

It’s 40 below, period, at time of 
writing and the time when those 
banks of snow around the build- 
ing will be melting and the spring 
thaw beginnings seems far away 
and remote indeed. But spring, by 
the inexorable laws of nature, does 
come, sometimes sooner, some- 
times later and with it the spring 
run-off carrying the fertilities. de- 
posited in the first five inches of 
top soil down to the creeks and 
thence to the rivers, cutting chan- 
nels across cultivated fields as it 


goes and plugging culverts with ~ 


the soil that should be producing 
the world’s next year food sup- 
ply. 

Water erosion is the technical 
name for this problem and it, 
along with its half-sister, wind 
erosion, is the topic dealt with in 
the National Film Board’s latest 
agricultural release entitled “Land 
in Trust.” 

In a few decades, Canadians 
turned a wilderness into a nation, 
and all they built was based on 
the capacity of the land to pro- 
duce. We see the rich earth turn- 
ing in deep furrows from the plow 
and then, in tragic contrast, the 
barren gullies of erosion, a na- 
tional calamity caused by the 
thoughtlessness of man. 

On the western plains, the wind 
blows the land away faster, faster, 
and as the commentary warns, if 
man cannot learn to work with 
nature she will break him ruthless- 
ly and surely. 

How can soil be protected? Dr. 
E. 8. Archibald, director of the 
Dominion Experimentl Farm, ex- 
plains the formation of soil. He 
describes how farmers depleted 
the soil by stripping it of all trees, 
by cultivating up and down hills, 
by removing fibre from the soil, 
and he stresses that man must 
learn to put back into the soil as 
much as he takes out of it. 

We see scientists analyzing 
samples of soil, revealing what 
happens. when it loses its fibre. 
We see numbers of ways in which 
land may be preserved, by study- 
ing and applying nature’s own 
methods. Most important, and the 
real basis of land use, is an intelli- 
gently planned cropping system, 
which includes planting of suitable 
grasses. 

Problems of orchard irrigation, 
of drainage, and how to meet the 
next drouth period are discussed. 
We see how by patient, scientific 
treatment, land which had become 
almost worthless can be brought 
back to fertility, and how modern 
machines can help in this process. 
With proper knowledge, the rich 
land of Canada can be handed on, 
a priceless heritage, to future 
generations, 

This is a film that every farmer 
will be interested in seeing, since

PROSPECTS BRIGHT 


CALGARY, — Prospects look 
pretty good for Alberta farmers 
in 1950, Agriculture Minister 
David Ure told Calgary Board of 
Trade. 

Indications are, he said, that 
wheat acreage will be somewhat 
less than last year and the coarse 
grain acreage a little higher. 


FEWER POULTRY 


“T think we can expect the 
number of poultry and hogs to be 
somewhat lower than we had in 
1949 and I think the beef picture 
will be about the same,” said the 
minister. 

The financial position of the 
farmer was better now than it had 
probably ever been before. 

Mr. Ure said he did not think 
anyone would be justified in feel- 
ing that prices the Alberta farmer 
is receiving for his produce are 
out of line with the general eco- 
nomic conditions. 

In the main, farmers were not 
yet receiving their fair share of 
the national income. 


PAY OFF $105,000,000 


In 1931 Alberta farmrs had 
owed in excess of $108,000,000 
on real estate covering 38,000 
farms. 

By 1946 this had been cut to 
$3,000,000 on 22,000 farms. 

Since 1946, which was the last 
year for which he had complete 
figutes, the position had improved 
considerably. 

Speaking about markets, Mr. 
Ure said there are indications the 
domestic demand for agricultural 
produce in “1950 is going to be 
good despite the apparently climb- 
ing level of unemployment. 

The British market was still the 
best for exportable surpluses. 

“It does not make sense,’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘to say that we have lost 
the British markets and cannot re- 
cover a favorable proportion of 
them.”

THE FIRST GENTILE CHURCH 


International Sunday School Lesson for February 5, 1950 


‘MEMORY SELECTION: “In Antioch the disciples were for 


the first time called Christians.”—Acts 11: 26. 
Lesson Text—Acts 11: 19-26; 13: 1-3. 


In the Book of Acts, Luke, after 
telling the story of Saul’s con- 
version and his experiences in 
Damascus and Jerusalem,  re- 
verts back in point of time to re- 
count the early spread of the 
Christian faith. . 


The persecution which followed 
Stephen’s death resulted in ad- 
herents of the new faith being 
“scattered abroad,” the disciples 
fleeing to various cities, includ- 
ing Antioch, where they preach- 
ed the new gospel. However, at 
this time, they confined their 
missionary efforts to their own 
race, “speaking the word to none 
save only to Jews.” 


Antioch, in Assyria had _ been 
founded three centuries before 
on the Orontes River. It was 
the third city in the world, with 
a population of half a million, 
and the terminal of rich cara- 
vans from Persia and India. It 
was modern for its day, having 
a splandid and adequate water 
system, and its main street, five 
miles long, was wonderfully light- 
ed by night and travellers by day

were sheltered from the sun by 
its arcades. However, morally the 
city was disreputable; the Roman 
Juvenal, criticizing the evil in 
Rome, said: “The Syrian Orontes 
has flowed into the Tiber.” 


Regardless of its evil practices 
and reputation, Antioch is known 
as the second birthplace of Chris- 
tianit. Here it was that the word 
was first internationally preached 
to the Gentiles by Jews having a 
broad cosmopolian outlook. These 
were natives of Cyprus and Cyr- 
ene, having lived abroad and 
broken somewhat with the strict 
racial code of their brothers in 
Palestine. In their activity these 
Jews “spake unto the Greeks al- 
so.” Eventually news of this de- 
velopment came to the Jewish 
Christians in Jerusalem and caus- 
ed somewhat of a discussion there. 


Up to this time the gospel had 
not been directed particularly to 
the Gentiles. True, it was that 
Peter had previously been to 
Caesarea and received the cen- 
turion Cornelius into the faith, 
which act had been approved at 
Jerusalem, but no general effort 
had been made to reach others 
than Jews. The Jerusalem Chris- 
tians, somewhat concerned about 
the reports from Antioch, decided 
to investigate and wisely selected 
Barnabus for this purpose. He 
was a Levite, a native of Cyprus, 
and his character is amply attested 
in the commentary that ‘he was 
a good man.” 


Barnabas went to Antioch and 
was so impressed with the activity 
there that he remained and took 
part in it. Remembering Saul 
of Tarus, who some. seven or 
eight years ago he had vouched 
for in Jerusalem, and realizing 
that this was the type of man 
for the particular service need- 
ed, Barnabas set out for Tarus 
in aneffort to seek Saul. Dur- 
ing these years Saul had _ been 
waiting; perhaps sometimes ques- 
tioning why, but nevertheless, 
undergoing a period of prepara- 
tion by working in Cilicia for the 
wideh and greater mission which 
he was to undertake. 


It was at Antioch that the term 
“Christians” was first applied to 
the followers of Jesus. This name 
was of self-assuming because they 
usually referred to themselves as 
“saints,” “disciples,” “believers” 
or “those of the way.’’ The title 
was not given them by the Jews, 
because they were accustomed to 
refer to the Christians as ‘‘Naza- 
renes.” remembering the question 
whether any good ‘thing could 
come from that city. The prob- 
ability is that the Gentiles, per- 
haps in derision, first began 
using the term ‘“‘Chirtsians” for 
those believing in the new faith.

Australian Navy 
Encourages Natives 


CANBERRA,- Australia. — 
Shock-haired “fuzzy wuzzies’” of 
Papua, New Guinea, are to form 
part of the Royal Australian 
Navy. 

Navy Minister Josiah Francis 
said the formation of a unit of 50 
sedmen would encourage natives 
of island territories to take an 
active part in the defence of their 
own country. 

The islanders had a long-stand 
ing reputation as seafarers and 
their knowledge and ability to 
negotiate hazardous coastal and 
river waterways during the Pacific 
war justified their inclusion in the 
new formation, Mr. Francis said.

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Army Scans the Air 


WASHINGTON.—The army is 
launching a study into how it can 
build up its small but potentially 
powerful airborne force. 

Gen. J. Lawton Collins, United 
States Army Chief of Staff, said 
a nanel is being created from off- 
cers in the operations organiza- 
tion of the 11th and 82nd Air- 
borne Divisions, the Army Gen- 
eral Staff, the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff College at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., and headquarters of 
the army field forces at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va. 

Maj. Gen. William M. Miley, 
Commander of the 11th Airborne 
will head the group. 

At present, the whole complex 
matter of airborne operations— 
specially trained airborne troops, 
glider experts, specialists in load- 
ing and dropping equipment and 
supplies, crews of transport and 
glider tow planes—has no central 
directing agency. Other services, 
like the infantry and armored 
forces, have centres which direct 
and coordinate their work. 

General Collins recently told 
reporters he believed that air- 
borne operations “will play a very 
important role in any future war. 
‘But, he commented, there are se- 
rious problems to be solved, in- 
cluding methods of getting tanks 
and heavy equipment to troops 
dropped by parachute or landed 
by glider behind enemy lines. 

It is these problems which the 
study panel will consider.

Don’t Take A 
Chance 


In spite of the continued warn- 
ing, too many accidents still oc- 
cur as a result of carbon-monoxide 
poisoning. Warming up _ cars, 
trucks or tractors inside a closed 
building, or opening the door too 
little to allow sufficient air cir- 
culation is asking for trouble. C. 
A. Cheshire, Extension Agricul- 
tural Engineer, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture also advises 
a periodic check of exhaust pipe 
and mufflers. 


From leaks in the exhaust pipe 
or muffler, gases may escape into 
the cab of the truck or body of the 
car with drastic results. This 
condition is most dangerous when 
the vehicle is standing still with 
the engine running. 


Tractor accidents took an even 
greater toll of life in 1949 than 
did carbon-monoxide poisoning. 
Increased road speed and decreas- 
ed rolling resistance have a bear- 
ing on this. With the modern 
high speed tractor, many opera- 
tors rely to a large extent on in- 
dividual wheel braking to assist 
in steering. This tends to tip the 
tractor, warns Mr. Cheshire, and 
should be avoided unless abso- 
lutely necessary. 


Decreased rolling resistance of 
the modern tractor makes it par- 
ticularly dangerous to hitch to an 
implement on an up-hill grade. 
Apply the brake or use a block. 
Unless this is done the tractor may 
roll back and result in a dead or 
maimed operator. Many tractor 
accidents could also be prevented 
by shutting down the engine be- 
fore refueling. 


Blood Donor Clinics 
To Start In April 


From January to the middle of 
April, the Blood Donor Service of 
the Canadian Red Cross Society in 
Southern Alberta is maintained by 
the society’s Calgary branch.

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Radar Directs 
Path Of Ships 


VANCOUVER. — New double- 
antenna radar gear in Vancouver 
Harbor “talked” an_ estimated 
53,000 ships in and out of the 
harbor during 1949, according to 
W. J. Mooney, chief signalman of 
the radar unit. 


Installed by a team of natural 
scientists from the Canadian Na- 
tional Research Council, the radar 
gear is at First Narrows Signal 
Station, high up in the centre of 
Vancouver’s Lions Gate Bridge. 


No special equipment is needed 
by a ship in order to utilize radar, 
Mr. Mooney said. Any fogbound 


vessel need only contract the First 
Narrows Signal Station by radio- 
phone on the marine band, 1,630 
kilocycles, and radar control will 
be afforded her, according to Mr. 
Mooney.

Fisher’s dissent that the board de- 
cided to allow Mr. Brown de- 
preciation on tools valued at $500. 

Turned’ down were claims of 
$53.64 for medical expenses; 
$78.36 representing 100 percent 
depreciation on cold weather 
clothing bought for work at Nor- 
man Wellaewhere he was employ- 
ed by Imperial Oil Ltd., $19.60 
for tool storage and cost of trade 
magazines, and $63.68 for expen- 
ses involved in seeking employ- 
ment. 

“Iam not here mainly to get a 
few dollars’, Brown told the 
board. “I am here more because 
I am mad and because I came here 
to establish a point”. 

Later, describing the 
department which 
Brown said: 

“They write often enough; they 
answer all my letters, but they 
say nothing”. . 

The $1 deduction for license 
was awarded because Mr. Brown 
had to pay it before he could be 
permited to work in Alberta. 

The revenue department had 
turned down the deduction for 
tools depreciation on the grounds 
that Mr. Brown worked on a fixed 
salary and that under the act 
cost of tools formed “part of his 
personal or living expenses”. 

‘Tt seems to me that the min- 
ister exercised his discretion 
wrongly under the provisions of 
paragraph (N) when denying the 
appellant an amount for deprecia- 
tion because the latter was work- 
ing on a fixed salary,” said Mr. 
Monet’s judgment. He referred 
the matter to the revenue depart- 
ment for reassessment. 

In dissenting, Mr. Fisher em- 
phasized that depreciation should 
not have been permited on the 
tools because it’ was indicated 
that Mr. Brown had not used the 
tools to any extent in the taxation 
year.

Official Opening Of 
New Airdrie School 


AIRDRIE — Approximately 400 
people attended the official open- 
ing of the new Airdrie School Fri- 
day, February 10th. 


Upon arrival, guests were given 
the opportunity to inspect the 
building which has four class 
rooms, and other smaller rooms, a 
full-sized basement in which the 
meeting was held. 

Meeting opened with “O Can- 
ada”. 


The chairman was Mr. R._ J. 
Hawkey who was the first teacher 
in Airdrie 46- years ago. He pave 
a brief resume of the history of 
the Airdrie school. In 1903 he and 
his father took up land in this dis- 
trict. It was on a part of this 
land the first school was built in 
1904. Mr. Hawkey started with 
six pupils in attendance. His last 
year there (after thirteen years) 
he had fifty-five pupils with all 
grades one to eleven inclusive. In 
1920 another schoolroom was add- 
ed. Still later when more accom- 
modation was needed the old Unit- 
ed church was used. 


Mr. Hawkey spoke of the con- 
trast between that first School and 
the new building now used. 


Mr. Mumby then brought greet- 
ings from the Crossfield School, 
Crossfield Home and School, the 
local school board and the Calgary 
Rural A.T.A. Local of which he is 
president. The Girls’ chorus en- 
tertained with two numbers, 


Mr. W. Poke, Divisional Trustee, 
then introduced the following: Mr. 
O. P. Gosling, Secretary Calgary 
School Division; Mrs. Whitman of 
the office staff; Miss K. Wood of 
the office staff; Mr. George Rey- 
nolds, carpenter; Mr. Rudy, handy- 
man about office; Mr. Aiken, 
chairman of the Divisional Board; 
carpenters who were employed on 
building; Mrs. Wray, President of 
Airdrie Home and School Associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Aiken, on behalf of the 
board, spoke of good work done by 
Mr. Gosling and Mr. Pole. He 
urged close co-operation between 
residents and their divisional 
trustees. 

Mr. Aiken has resigned from the 
board due to stress of personal 
business. Mr. Gosling gave a his- 
tory of the building program of 
the Calgary Division. He spoke of 
the difficulties—finances poor and 
materials short. Three years ago 
it was decided to build one new 
school a year without incurring 
too much debt. With fifty school 
units represented this would take 
years. The debenture issue was 
defeated but it was decided to 
build a school where need was 
greatest—at Airdrie. He gave a 
detailed cost of this new school. 

Materials, $4,500, electrical 
work $1,200, furnace $4,100, paint 
$400, floors $1,000, labor $7000, 
other materials $13,000. Approxi- 
mate total $31,200.00. 

Mr. G. L. Wilson spoke briefly 
and presented the students with a 
Plaque “Think” expressing the 
hope they would use it as their 
motto and think before defacing 
their new building in any way. 

Mr. Bell of the Airdrie United 
church spoke briefly. Next was a 
song by Donald Clayton (a young 
pupil) which was enjoyed by all. 

Mr. Wilson introduced the guest 
Speaker, Dr. Swift, Deputy Min- 
ister of Education. He expressed 
regret that Hon. Ivan Casey was 
unable to attend. He congratulat- 
ed the people of Airdrie on their 
fine school, and spoke briefly on 
school matiers in general, 

The teaching staff of Airdrie 
school was then introduced: 

Mr, Cottrell, principal; Mr. Van 
Teighen, vice-principal; Miss A, 
McKilligan, Mr, Roy Edwards. 

President of Students’ Union, 
Donna Wray, was also introduced. 

Next was a recitation by Bobby 
Young.

Piping ‘Leaves East 
For West Oil Line 


An eastern outlet for Al- 
berta’s crude oil was brought a 
step nearer reality as the first 
carloads of Canadian pipe for the 
Interprovincial Pipe Line Com- 
pany’s 1,150-mile Edmonton-Su- 
perior line rolled westward after 
leaving Page-Hersey Tubes Ltd. 
plant at Welland, Onto. The 16- 
inch diameter pipe will be used 
for the Regina-Gretna, Man., sec- 
tion of the line. 

After reaching its destination at 
Gretna, the shipment will be un- 
loaded and strung along the pipe 
line route—ready for the welding 
crews which will swing into action 
after the big mechanical ditch 
diggers have carved a_ trench 
across the prairies. These opera- 
tions will begin as soon as heavy 
equipment can be sed in the 
spring. 

Quantity production of pipe this 
dimension had never been _aat- 
tempted in Canada before Page- 
Hersey’s new $5 million plant 
went into operation. In peak pro- 
duction, this new Canadian indus- 
try will employ about 400 men. 

The pipe makers at Welland are 
using some of the most modern 
equipment to produce the pipe. 
One of the new machines is a pipe 
expanding and testing machine 
which is the first of its kind ever 
built. Using 2,300 pounds per 
square inch hydraulic pressure, it 
literally blows the pipe up to a 
larger size and at the same time 
increases its strength. 

Another modern machine is the 
continuous welder which electric- 
ally closes the seam in the pipe 
as it rolls beneath a big copper 
wheel. There is no spectacular 
glare as in ordinary welding— 
the pipe merely rolls from beneath 
the wheel, glowing red-hot at the 
weld, 
it is measured, weighed and sten- 
cilled for shipment.

Even Lowly Spud 
Makes The Grade 


The Irish potato now has some- 
thing in common with eggs, meat 
and grammar schools — they all 
have grades. 

A few shippers in the heavy 
potato-bearing state of Maine are 
packing their spuds in mesh bags 
according to a new consumer 
grading system set up by the U.S 
Department of Agriculture. 

Labels on the bag assure the 
housewife of getting smooth, shal- 
low-eyed, fine quality potatoes. 
She has her choice of several 
grades. U.8. Grade A comes in 
four sizes: small, medium, me- 
dium-to-large, and large. U. 8 
Grade B is divided into the same 
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chief of staff, Canadian army; Gen. Wade H. Haislip, 
U.S. vice-chief of staff; and Admiral N. T. W. Grant, 
chief of the naval staff.

The uniform quality of graded 
potatoes mean less waste and 
saves the housewife time spent in 
preparation and cooking. Also, she 
can get the right size for a partic- 
ular type of cooking: small for 
boiling, large of baking. 

Food dealers are coming to see 
that anything they can do to pre- 
vent shoppers from handling food, 
cuts down materially on food 
spoilage and waste. If spuds are 
not graded and pre-packaged in 
bags, housewives do their own 
grading, pick out the best in the 
bin and reject the rest. 

Retailers in eastern. cities, where 
graded spuds now are sold, report 
that bins filled with graded pota- 
toes are usually empty at the end 
of the day in contrast to other bins 
which have been picked over and 
contains piles of rejects.
